AUBURN, Ala. A _ purchase 
program assuring’ winter legume 
seed producers good returns for 
1942 production makes it most! 
important for Alabama farmers 
to plant seed patches for produc- 
ing winter legume seed. 

To encourage seed producers of 
the Pacific Northwest to increase 
by 50 per cent their 1942 acreage 
to be harvested for seed in 1942, 
the Commodity Credit Corpora- 
tion has announced that it will 
support prices for top grade seed 
as follows: 

Austrian winter peas, 5e 4 
pound; hairy vetch, 10c; Willam- 
ette vetch, 6.5¢; common vetch, 
5e; erimson clover, 10c (11.5¢ 
east of Mississippi river); and rye 
grass, 5c, ‘i 

Seed purchased by Commodity 
Credit Corporation will be trans- 
ferred to the Agricultural Adjust- 
ment Administration to be offer- 
ed farmers in Southern and Hast 
Central States in lieu of payments 
under the Agricultural Conserva- 
tion Program. 

“The present defense emergency 
is increasing the importance of 
the winter legume seed program,” 
Harry N. Schooler, Acting Ad- 
ministrator of the AAA, said in 
commenting on the announce- 
ment. “In the first place, the war 
has entirely shut off from Amer- 
ican buyers the European seed- 
producing areas which, during re- 
cent years, have furnished Uni- 
ted States farmers with as much 
us 50 per cent of their crimson 
clover and 40 per cent of their 
hairy vetch seed.

Health Officer 
Points Out Need 


Better Sanitation 


The Coffee County Sanitation 
project sponsored by the Board of 
Education and the Health Depart- 
ment has gone far in improving 
g#enitary conditions at our county 
schools, It is now urged that the 
schools and community cooperate 
to teach the children the care 
reeded to maintain good sanitary 
conditions, 

In his talk to the county teach- 
ers at their monthly meeting on 
Thursday, October 16, Superin- 
tendent of Schools A, C. Dunaway 
placed the responsibility for main- 
tenance upon the principal of the 
schoo] and pointed out that an oc- 
casional coat of paint would help 
not only to protect the seats- and 
lids, but would also help the chil- 
dren to respect and to better ap- 
preciate what they have, 


This is important In order that 
the example of better sanitation 
Set at our schools may be spread 
more successfully through our 
1rura] areas where primitive lack 
of sanitation continues to cause 
unnecessary sickness. This need- 
less sickness affects adults as 
well as children, Our children fail 
to progress satisfactorily in their 
school work. Much of the illiter- 
acy which right now prevents 
many of our men from serving In 
the army may be traced to homes 
where the hookworm reduced the 
father’s ability to earn a living 
and reduced the ability of the chil- 
dren to learn even when they were 
allowed to go to school. 

For efficient living, for raising 
a crop, for learning in school, for 
the defense of our country, we 
need men, women and children 
free from the sabotage of hook- 
worm. 

Everyone who can help needs 
to test their patriotism in the 
light of their deeds. Poor sanita- 
tion for many years has been one 
of the factors which has _ held 
back progress in the South. Hu- 
man life has been held cheap and 
considered not worth saving at 
the cost of dollars needed for 
building sanitary—toitets; protect- 
ed wells, and screened homes, In 
& pioneer community with fami- 
lies living far apart the need for 
sanitation was not so great. When 
it became needed it was not un- 
derstood by the people who could 
make it possible. 

Today the people who have 
helped build the country, the old- 
er substantia] citizens need to ask 
themselves if they are not also re- 
sponsible for helping to hold it 
back. 

We canrot consider ourselves 
modern when primitive conditions 
cause six out of ten of our school 
children to suffer from hookworm 
disease. 

Ten thousand people in Coffee 
County have received the protec- 
tion against typhoid fever as giv-. 
cn by vaccination during the past 
two years. We have had only one 
ceath during that time whereas 
twenty years ago over twenty 
Ceaths from typhoid were not un- 
common, 

We now know that the open toi- 
let increases the danger of infan- 
tile paralysis. Seven children have 
become crippled from the disease 
in Coffee County during the past 
sixteen months. We have a vac- 
cine to help prevent .typhoid fe- 
ver, but we have no vaccine to 
prevent infantile paralysis or the 
colitis that is the chief cause of 
our infants’ deaths. 

New sanitary toilets or septic 
tanks have been built at fourteen 
of our schools. The W. P. A. pro- 
ject has just started for a group 
of 73 standard sanitary toilets at 
73 private farm homes owned by 
private individuals. Other requests 
for sanitary toilets have been re- 
ceived and will be acted upon as 
soon as possible, but the present 
project must be completed before 
another can be started.

| LBA DEFEATS U. SPRINGS 


IN HARD-FOUGHT CONTEST 
On Elba Field last Thursday 
night a well-coached and hard- 
fighting Union Springs football 
eleven gave the Blba Tigers the 
kind of competition they had been 
hoping for. The final score was, 
Elba 20, Union Springs 0. How- 
ever, the game was more closely 
contested than the score might 
indicate, A considerable portion 
of the game was played in Elba 
territory, and had the Springers 
possessed even a reasonable sup- 
ply of reserve material, the con- 
test might have’ been different, 
Union Springs was strictly an 11- 
man team, without any capable 
substitutes, which is almost an 
insurmountable handicap in to- 
Gay's system of football, 

Union Springs is one of the few 
high school teams nowadays that 
uses the old “Pop” Warner for- 
mation in the backfield, eliminat- 
ing the more popular line shift. 
This unusual system was quite 
mystifying to the Tigers and the 
lightning-like multiple handling 
of the ball by the speedy visitors 
was very confusing, Time after 
time, off-tackle and _ triple-pass 
plays were good for consistent

sterage demand based upon the 
rising general price level. 


The Department pointed out, 
however, that ‘some of these fac- 
tors are largely reflected in the 
level of demand reached by the 
early fall of 1941, and that the 
improvement from this point will 
not be as great as from the ayv- 
erage for the year.” 

An increase in production of 
industrial goods was forecast for 
1942, but the Department said 
that ‘this increase will not be 
nearly so large as the expansion 
which occurred this year—per- 
haps 10 or 15 per cent over the 
average for 1941.” 

An “almost certain’ rise in the 
general trend of wholesale prices 
was forecast for 1942, but ‘‘exist- 
ing and proposed Government 
controls over prices, and some 
other factors in the _ situation, 
will tend to limit the general price 
advances. 

Discussing farm prices and in- 
come prospects, it was stated 
that ‘cash farm income from 
marketings and Government pay- 
ments in 1942 may approach 13 
billion dollars. This would be the 
highest income since 1920.”

CIVIC RESPONSIBILITY RE- 
GARDING BEVERAGE ALCOHOL 

LESSON TEXT — Deuteronomy 5:32, 
83: 11:26-28; Isaiah 26:1-6; Habakkuk 
2:12. 

GOLDEN TEXT—Righteousness exalt- 
eth a nation: but sin is a reproach to 
any people,—Proverbs 14:34. 

Legal approval of the sale of alco- 
holic beverages has largely taken 
the matter out of the hands of the 
home and the church and has made 
liquor a civic problem. That, of 
course, does not provide us with a 
convenient excuse for evading our 
personal responsibility, for the na- 
tion Is made up of you and me, of 
your home and mine, of your church 
and mine. We must share the na- 
tion’s responsibility gladly and ac- 
tively if we are to be worthy of our 
citizenship. Especially is that true 
of the Christian, for he sees the 
spiritual and moral implications of 
the matter, and he also knows what 
to do about it. 

I. “Righteousness Exalteth a Na- 
tion; but Sin Is a Reproach to Any 
People” (Deut, 5:32-33; 11; 26-28). 

That may sound a bit old-fashioned 
and it may appear that men have 
abrogated that principle, but if we 
wait a bit we shall see that it still 
works. 

1, Righteousness Brings Blessing 
(Deut. 5:32, 33; 11:26, 27), In this 
callous and indifferent generation 
we need to repeat with emphasis the 
fact that there is laid down in the 
very constitution of the universe a 
moral distinction between right and 
wrong. Right is always right and 
wrong is always wrong. 

The book of Deuteronomy presents 
the fundamental laws of God. In 
this fifth chapter there is a review 
of many of these laws and a practi- 
cal appeal for obedience. It is point- 
ed out that the way of liberty in the 
walk of life is to turn neither to the 
extreme of legal bondage nor to the 
opposite extreme of human license, 
but to ‘wall in all the ways which 
the Lord your God hath commanded 
you.’ Walking in His ways brings 
all the blessings of Deuteronomy. 
5:33, a promise which is repeated 
in 11:27. 

2. Unrighteousness Brings Judg- 
ment (Deut. 11:28). Turning aside 
from God’s ways must bring upon 
man His curse. It is no light mat- 
ter to be under God's disapproval. 
We who know how much the approv- 
al or disapproval of frail human be- 
ings around us may mean, should 
consider what it means in the life of 
a man (or of a nation) to have the 
eternal, omnipresent and omnipo- 
tent God against him. 

Then what about a people which 
countenances the manufacture and 
the sale of intoxicants, which they 
well know bring about wickedness 
and vice which can only call for the 
judgment of God. Many believe that 
the great war in which the world is 
embroiled is simply God’s judgment 
upon the nations (including England 
and America) because they have 
turned aside from His holy ways. 
That means that the most effective 
way to stop the conflict is national 
penitence and prayer. Why not be- 
lieve and practice II Chronicles 
7:14? 

Il. Civic Greatness Cannot Be 
Built on Sin and Oppression (Isa. 
28:1-6; Hab. 2:12). 

Yes, that sounds old-fashioned 
too! The theory of today seems to be 
that the road to greatness is by way 
of disregard of God's laws, and by 
the application of the mailed fist of 
cruel conquest. But let us remem- 
ber that others have tried the same 
violation of God's law, and let us 
recall what happened to them. Did 
you ever hear of Napoleon?—of Al- 
exander the Great?—of the ‘‘glory 
that was Greece’’?—and the world 
conquering power of ancient Rome? 
Modern military leaders could well 
afford to spend less time on their 
books of strategy and their war 
maps and more time reading the Bi- 
ble and the pages of history. 

1, Drunkenness and National De- 
cay Go Together (Isa. 28:1-6). The 
leaders of Israel (Ephraim) lingered 
long over their wine bowls as they 
spoke with pride of their nation, 
and especially of Samaria, its 
crown, It was a city beautifully 
situated on a hillside surrounded by 
a fertile terraced hillside. 

Does not that all have a vaguely 
familiar sound? A great nation of 
our day which now lies in bondage 
to its neighbor dictator not long ago 
spoke with pride of its attainments 
and its security, while (according 
to the testimony of its own leaders) 
the use of intoxicants went on apace, 
even in the army. 

2, Permanent Power Cannot Be 
Built on Oppression (Hab. 2:12). 
Here again history reveals the cor- 
rectness of Scripture. Many a na- 
tion has sought to find its ‘‘place in 
the sun” by building with the blood 
of its vanquished enemies. It has 
never worked, and it will fail now 

just as it has in the past. 

What about the city, state, or na- 
tion that attempts to promote its 
own growth out of the taxes on liq- 
uor and its sale?

CAMP BLANDING, Fla., Oct. 
20.— (Special)—The 31st (Dixie) 
Division, rested after a _ three- 
weeks recuperation from wearing 
Louisiana maneuvers, puts on its 
heaviest wools next week to de- 


First movement of the troops 
from the four states of the deep 
South commence Monday, Octo- 
ber 27, when Division Headquar- 
ters, composed mainly of soldiers 
and officers from Alabama, makes 
its exodus. In three echelons, on 
the three successive days, the 
other units of the division will fol- 
low. 

Mississippi’s 155th Infantry and 
114th Field Artillery leave Octo- 
ber 28 and 30th respectively; Al- 
ubama soldiers of the 167th In- 
fantry and 117th Field Artillery 
leave on the 29th and 30th; Flor- 
ida's 124th Infantry and 116th 
Field Artillery depart the 29th and 
80th; and the 156th Infantry from 
Louisiana pulls out on October 
28th. Some of the infantry units 
make the 400 mile journey by 
train, all others in army trucks 
and cars. 

Only one overnight stop will 
be made between Blanding and 
the Chester, S. C., base camp, All 
units will halt in Swainsboro, Ga., 
the mid-way point, for a 12-hour 
rest and refueling. Rail elements 
make the movement non-stop. 

Recently issued woolen  uni- 
forms will be worn on the road, 
minus the dress coat and field 
cap. This time no mosquito bars 
or gas masks will be carried, but 
e, ful] supply of heavy woolen un- 
derwear will be included in the

Again approximately 2,000 men 
will be ljeft behind in Blanding to 
guard quarters and equipment left 
in camp.

“As a help to the homemaker 
operating on a. limited budget, 
Dr. Hazel K. Stiebeling, food econ- 
omist of the U. S. Department of 
Agriculture, and her co-workers 
have developed a master low-cost 
diet plan,” says Miss Simon. 

Here, in brief, is the plan: 

Milk—3 to 4 cups daily for 
children; 2 to 3 cups for adults; 
1 quart for every expectant mo- 
ther; 1% quarts for a nursing 
mother. 


Fruits and Vegetables— Pota- 
toes and sweet potatoes, about 
twice a day. Dry beans, peas, 


peanuts, two to four times a 
week.

Seventeen Burn 


To Death In Bus 
Wreck Sunday 


CLANTON, Ala,—The toll of 
the flaming crash of a passenger 
bus near here rose to 17 Tuesday 
with the death of Pyt, Otis Luns- 


ford, 28, at the Maxwell Field 
hospital of Montgomery, 
The Westville, Fla., soldier was 


& member of the 6th Cavalry at 
Fort Oglethorpe, Ga., and, like 
the others, died of burns suffered 
as the huge bus smashed into a 
concrete bridge railing and spray- 
éd itself with gasoline, 

Officials of the Southeastern 
Greyhound Lines reported, mean- 
while, that 12 of the 16 other vic- 
tims of the Sunday night tragedy 
had been definitely identified, 

H. F, Townsend, Greyhound 
manager in Birmingham, — said 
four women remained unidenti- 
fied, 

He listed the dead known as 
Doc Alexander McKinney, Argo; 
Amanda Truly, address unknown; 
W. P. Alton, the driver, Birming- 
ham; Mary Bleanor Finney, 24, 
Buffalo, Ala,; Mrs. Clyde Kenne- 
cy, 21, Birmingham; William D, 
Davis, 17, Troy, CCC enrollee; 
Alonzo Renfro, Banks, Ala,, CCC 
enrollee; Alton E, Yates, 17, 
Union Springs, CCC enrollee; D, 
L, Mathews, 59, Birmingham; 
Mrs, Minnie Tucker, 50, Birming- 
ham; Walter W. Jackson, 19, Bir- 
mingham; and William F, Penn, 
18, CCC enrollee from Ansley, Al- 
abama, 

Penn and Alton died of burns 
in a Clanton hospital Monday. The 
others burned to death when the 
bus struck a bridge guard rail 
&nd was enveloped in flames, 

There was no indication as to 
what caused the crash, the Grey- 
hound manager said. 


CLANTON, Ala.—Turned into a 
roaring funeral pyre almost the 
instant it struck the guard rail of 
a bridge, a Greyhound bus burn- 
ed here Sunday night to claim the 
lives of 17 persons, burned five 
others and caused what is beliey- 
ed to be the most terrible motor 
catastrophe in the history of the 
state, 

So rapid was the spread of the 
flames, so intense the heat, that 
Some of the passengers were 
stricken in their seats and their 
charred bodies were found in po- 
sitions almost as they were sit- 
ting before the crash. 

All the dead were burned al- 
most beyond recognition and rela- 
tives Monday found it necessary 
to resort to small details to de- 
termine the identity of their loy- 
ed ones, 

Driver Was Hero 

W. P. Alton, driver of the bus, 
died a hero’s death. He escaped 
from the burning vehicle only to 
return once, if not twice, into the 
flaming interior to rescue passen- 
gers aboard the ill-fated bus. He 
died at 3 a. m. at the Central Al- 
abama Hospital here. His clo- 
thing had been burned off him in 
his rescue efforts. 

The injured listed at the hos- 
pital were: 

Chris Crumpler, 
Slightly burned; Robert Scrog- 
fins, Birmingham, slightly burn- 
cd; Sam Terry and Maylene Ter- 
ry, Birmingham, not serious, and 
Robert Taylor, Birmingham, not 
serious, 

Coroner Martin said he was at 
4 loss in seeking to determine the 
cause of the accident, ‘unless the 
ariver looked down, maybe at a 
fire breaking out under him, and 
hit the bridge.” 

Mack Stephens, who carried Al- 
ton and two others to a hospital, 
said the driver told him the bus 
was afire before it hit the bridge 
abutment. 

“He told me, too,” said Ste- 
Phens, “that he was afraid the 
wreck might cost him his job.” 

Alton was not on his regular 
run Sunday night but had taken 
the trip for another driver. His 
trip was the second section of 
three that made up the schedule 
due to leave Montgomery for Bir- 
mingham at 8 p. m. 

The Montgomery Highway 
crosses Chestnut Creek about four 
miles south of Clanton. 

Marks at the scene seemed to 
Point to the fact that the bus first 
struck the south end of the bridge 
guard rail breaking the concrete 
end post and knocking down a 
black and white highway warning 
sign indicating a narrow bridge. 

At the north end of the bridge 
which is only about 50 feet long, 
a long mark on the inside of the 
right hand ‘guard rail indicates 
where the bus may have _ side- 
swiped the bridge a second time. 

Alton stopped the bus about 50 
feet after leaving the bridge and 
it was at that spot where the bus 
stood and burned for nearly an 
hour before the flames were ex- 
tinguished.

It was not until 
after the fire department from 
Clanton arrived and laid a hose- 
line from the creek to the fire that 
the flames were extinguished. 

One woman fell clear of the 
rear door of the bus and rolled be- 
neath the end of the vehicle and 
was crushed to death when the 
overheated tires exploded and 
dropped the chassis, .
